one victory to their credit, Tru- 
man administration forces striving 
for a quick senate-house compro- 
mise on a home front mobilization 
bill trained their fire today on a 
provision tightly linking any wage 
and price controls. 


They had already succeeded 
in 


knocking out of the bill an adminis- 
tration - opposed

would have turned the operation of 
any allocations over to the com- 
merce department.

overall program.

a free hand to say whether and

stead County student who

his life for his country 
during 


World War II will be honored 
at the dedication of East Texas 
State College's Memorial Stadium 
here Saturday evening September 
23. He was Hugh Carson of Hope. 


The college's $300,000 stadium 


will be formally dedicated on that 
date to the 76 ex-stuents who were 
killed during the war. The dedicat- 
ion program, to start at 7:45 p. m. 
will precede the East Texas State 
- North Texas State football game, 
the first home game of the 1950 
season for the East Texas Lions 
and the first game to be played in 
the new stadium completed only 
this summer. 


Appearing on a bronze dedicat 


ion plague to be placed on the 
stadium will be the names of the 76 
students. Parents or two other de- 
signated close relatives of 
the 


students who lost their lives will 
be invited to be guests of East 
Texas Stale College at the dedicat- 
ion program. The relatives will al- 
so be honored at a dinner at the 
college cafeteria before the dedica- 
tion ceremony. 


Located on the new million dollar 


West Campus at East Texas State, 
Memorial Stadium will seat 15,000 
people. Surrounding the 
playing 


field is a first-class track where 
field events can be held.

Bi-Partisans 
Seek Big UN 
Nice Force 


Washington, Aug. 25 —(IP)— A bi- 


partisan group ot 16 senators and 
15 house members' urged the estab- 
lishment of United Nations police 
force, made up of volunteers from 
small nations, to aid in combating 
aggression. 


As proposed by the sponsors ot 


a resolution, to be introduced later 
in the day, the force would operate 
under an arrangement designed to 
prevent a Soviet veto of action to 
quell .aggression.

The plan was outlined at a news 


conference in the office of senator 
S p a r k m a n (D-Ala), who was 
named by President'Truman yes- 
terday as a United States delegate 
to the U. N. assembly meeting next 
month.

Sparkman declared- there 
are 


'hundred's of thousands of volun- 
teers throughput the world who 
want to join in the fight against 
the communist aggressors in Ko- 
rea and elsewhere!" He said he 
didn't know whether it would be 
possible to get around a Soviet 
veto of the proposal-but "we must 
try."

facts, 


. The mechanical 
unions of 
the 


newspapers have enjoyed a powf>r 
amounting to 
blackmail 
against 


the free press in that any discus- 
sion, such as this, of the facts of 
union relations with the newspaper 
industry may be cited against a 
publisher as 
''unfair labor 
prac- 


tice." A newspaper may. not7per- 
form its bounden function of ex- 
plaining a given situation to the 
people lest it be 
charged 
with 


violation of the labor, relations law. 
Such explanation would constitute 
coercion and intimidation. It might 
even be unfair labor practice 
to 


publish an article proving that the 
officials of a given union were ex- 
convicts who had served time for 
selling out their union. I can certify 
an actual case of such blackmail 
in the city of New York. 


A l t h o u g h the typographical 


union is erroneously believed to 
be "democratics", its constitution 
provides that "ratting" shall' be, 
In the social and economic" sense, 
a capital crime. However, it does 
not define the crime "of 'ratting". 
The constitution discloses no such 
definition as would be required in 
{he public 
juris-prudence. 
But 


union jurisprudence is a system 
of persecution, tacitly authorized 
by the Roosevelt and Truman ad- 
ministrations. 
It puts upon those 


victims who appeal' to the public 
courts terrible • stigma and punish- 
ments, Under the typos' constitu- 
tion, as, indeed, under most union 
constitutions, . a ,patriotic 
citizen
